TOP COP SEEKS TO FIRE 7 OFFICERS FOR LYING ABOUT LAQUAN MCDONALD SHOOTING

C hicago’s police superintendent 
has recommended that seven of- 
ficers be fired for lying in the af- 
termath of the fatal shooting of 
Laquan McDonald in October 2014. 

McDonald’s death was captured in a video 
that contradicted the accounts of officers. 

Superintendent Eddie Johnson emailed po- 
lice Thursday morning, telling them that he 
had recommended seven officers be fired for 
making false statements. He also stripped the 
officers of their police powers. 

Johnson’s move came in response to In- 
spector General Joseph Ferguson’s recent 
report on the shooting in which he recom- 
mended that 10 officers be fired. But Johnson 
wrote that he thought the evidence against 
one of the officers was insufficient to recom- 
mend termination. 

In addition, two high-ranking officers re- 
tired during the city’s long-delayed response 
to the incident. A lieutenant involved in the 
department’s response to the shooting, An- 
thony Wojcik, retired in May, while David 
McNaughton, the deputy chief who ruled Of- 
ficer Jason Van Dyke’s shooting complied with 
departmental policy, retired this week just as 


it became publicly known that the inspector 
general’s office had defivered its report. 

The superintendent did not name any of the 
officers he is seeking to fire, but many of them 
were patrol officers at the scene of the shooting. 

“While I know that this type of action can 
come with many questions and varying opin- 
ions, please know that these decisions were 
not made lightly,” Johnson wrote to officers. 
“Each of these decisions was based on a me- 
thodical and substantive review of the facts 
by both internal and external counsel. Each 
officer win have their right to due process. 

“It is my belief that through these challeng- 
es we can take the lessons learned to become 
a better Department and in turn, give you ad- 
ditional resources to do your jobs effectively,” 
Johnson continued. ‘As I have said before, 
with every decision that I make, I always keep 
in mind the tremendous sacrifice, bravery, 
and commitment of every officer.” 

The move to punish the officers is a long- 
awaited reaction to a shooting that has hung 
over city politics and driven broad changes in 
the Police Department and its oversight. 

For days. Mayor Emanuel has said he would 
let Johnson make the decisions on discipline 
in the case, contending Wednesday that he 
would get ripped in the media if he took the 


lead now in calling for the officers to be fired. 

The mayor, facing the difficult task of re- 
forming the Pohce Department while at the 
same time giving officers confidence they 
can do their jobs to fight rampant violence, 
also has tried to make broader points about 
the need to rebuild trust in police to increase 
safety for Chicagoans. With Emanuel not out 
in public Thursday, his office released a state- 
ment underlining those positions. 

“I appreciate Supt. Johnson’s thoughtful re- 
view of the Inspector General’s report, and I 
fully support his decisions,” Emanuel said in 
the statement. ‘As the city takes these impor- 
tant steps to hold individuals accountable, we 
must also recommit ourselves to partnering 
together to rebuild trust between our pohce 
department and our residents. As Chicagoans 
who love this city, we must continue to work 
together to build that brighter tomorrow for 
everyone.” 

Emanuel’s office fought for much of a 
year to keep the video of the shooting under 
wraps, but a judge forced its release late last 
year. The video, which showed Van Dyke 
shooting McDonald repeatedly for several 
seconds after he already lay nearly motion- 
less on the ground, inspired heated protests 
fueled by long-standing discontent among

African-Americans about police conduct. 

Just before the city was forced to release 
the video. Van Dyke was charged with mur- 
der, and he awaits trial. He has been suspend- 
ed without pay 

The U.S. Justice Department, meanwhile, 
is investigating whether Chicago police have 
systematically violated citizens’ rights. With 
the potential for the federal authorities to 
press reforms, Emanuel has tried to get ahead 
of the Justice Department by introducing or 
promising a raft of changes to training, disci- 
pline and equipment, among other areas.

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MEDAL HOPEFUL 
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He worked at a gas station and as an as- 
sistant coach at a local high school, find- 
ing it easy to ignore the calls and texts 
from friends who wanted him to return to 
competition. 

One call he didn’t ignore came from 
Ryan Geist, his former high school coach 
in suburban Fox Lake. Geist, who ran a 
local wrestling camp, wanted to know if 
Dennis stiU planned to make an appear- 
ance, as he had done every year since 
graduating. With or without titles, he was 
a hero among the area’s youth wrestlers. 

A few weeks later, Dennis made the 
24-hour drive back to Lake County on his 
motorcycle. 

“That’s just Daniel,” Geist said. “He 
may wander, but he always comes back 
home.” 

Dennis went back to his reclusive Cali- 
fornia life after the camp, but friends con- 
tinued to pressure him to return to com- 
petitive wrestling. In an attempt to shut 
them up, he agreed to compete in the U.S. 
Open in 2015. 

After six weeks of training, he fin- 
ished fourth in the tournament. He then 
agreed to compete at the world team tri- 
als, where he came in second. Suddenly, 
the Olympics became a real possibility 
He moved back to Iowa City and began 
training again. 

His road to Rio had to go through Iowa 
City where the U.S. Olympic trials were 
held in April. 

Dermis beat two-time world team 
member Tony Ramos to win the freestyle 
final. He had finally won the big, high- 
stakes match, something that had eluded 
him since high school. 

With his unkempt beard and allegiance 
to his own drum’s beat, Dennis’ competi- 
tive drive is too often underestimated, his 
teammates say Though they understand 
the interest in his two-year sojourn, they 
don’t see that aimless wanderer in the 
training room each day 

“Dan is the determination on our 
team,” said Olympic teammate J’Den 
Cox, who will make his Olympic debut 
this week. “...

Some of Dennis’ coaches will be among 
the more than two dozen family members 
and friends in Rio on Friday to witness his 
Olympic moment. And many of them 
will be wearing shirts with a drawing of 
Dennis’ truck with his motorcycle on the 
flatbed. 

The shirts also have the Olympic rings 
on them, with a not-so-subtle motto em- 
blazoned in small print. 

“Not all those who wander,” it says, “are

Helen Maroulis made history. The 24-year-old 
became the first American woman to win gold 
in women's wrestling. She had to overcome a 
legend to do it, too. Saori Yoshida of Japan had 
won three straight Olympic gold medals and 
had lost just twice in 14 years before Maroulis 
defeated her 4-1 in the 53 kg division Thursday. 
Wow. 

Two Brits had a true bro moment. Most 
Olympic athletes celebrate their success by 
embracing a friend or family member following 
competition. But it's not often your sibling fol- 
lows you across the finish line. For the second 
straight Olympics, Alistair Brownlee of Great 
Britain won the men’s triathlon.

U.S. swimmers’ Rio 
robbery story unraveis

Brazilian police said Thursday that swimmer 
Ryan Lochte and U.S. teammates were not 
robbed after a night of partying, and that the in- 
toxicated athletes instead vandalized a gas sta- 
tion bathroom and were questioned by guards 
before they paid for the damage and left. 

The robbery that was or wasn’t has become 
the biggest spectacle outside of the Olympic 
venues in Rio, and has given American swim- 
ming a black eye in Brazil after an otherwise 
remarkable run at the Summer Games. 

“No robbery was committed against these 
athletes. They were not victims of the crimes 
they claimed,” Civil Police Chief Fernando Ve- 
loso said during an afternoon news conference. 

Lochte had initially said that he and team- 
mates Jack Conger, Gunnar Bentz and Jimmy 
Feigen were held at gunpoint and robbed after 
a night of partying on the final night of Olym- 
pic swimming. Police said earlier this week 
that they couldn’t find evidence to substantiate 
the claim, and a judge ordered the swimmers’ 
passports held as the investigation continued. 
Lochte had already returned to the U.S. 

According to ABC News, authorities have 
recommended that Lochte and Feigen face 
charges of false reporting of a crime. 

While some details in the official account of 
the story changed Thursday— police first said 
no guns were involved, then backtracked and 
said two guards pointed weapons in their direc- 
tion-security video confirmed that the ath- 
letes vandalized parts of the gas station, leading 
to an encounter with station employees. 

The closed-circuit video shows the four in 
an alley walking toward a bathroom. At one 
point one of them pulls a sign off a wall and 
drops it on the ground behind them. Agas sta- 
tion worker arrives, and other workers go to 
inspect the damage. 

Another camera then shows the swimmers 


in a cab, when security guards arrive. All four 
swimmers exit the cab and talk with the 
guards, who persuade them to walk to another 
section of the gas station. The cab they arrived 
in then leaves. 

Seconds later, Lochte falls to the ground and 
is helped up. Then two of the swimmers put 
their hands up and all four sit down on a curb as 
they speak to multiple people standing in front 
of them. After several minutes of talking, they 
stand up and appear to exchange something— 
perhaps cash— with one of the men. 

Veloso said the swimmers broke a door, a 
soap dispenser and a mirror. 

Apolice official speaking on condition of an- 
onymity because the investigation was ongoing 
said two guards pointed guns at the swimmers. 
The official also said the station manager asked 
a customer for help with translation, and asked 
for money to pay for the broken door, and the 
swimmers gave him an undetermined amount 
of cash, and then left. 

Veloso declined to say whether the guards 
pulled their weapons, but he said they did not 
use excessive force and would have been justi- 
fied in drawing their guns because the athletes 
were large, strong men who “were conducting 
themselves in a violent way” 

The people at the gas station didn’t speak 
English and the athletes didn’t speak Portu- 
guese, causing “confusion” in the situation, Ve- 
loso said. Still, Veloso said he took issue with 
the way Lochte and the other athletes con- 
ducted themselves after the incident. 

“Rio residents saw the name of their city 
sullied by this fantasy version [of events],” 
Veloso said. “It would be noble and worthy of 
them to apologize.” 

Lochte’s attorney Jeff Ostrow, has main- 
tained that there is no question the robbery oc- 
curred. He, as well as Lochte’s father and agent, 
did not return phone calls seeking comment.

molasses, the dark syrup that results from dou- 
ble- or triple-boiling the juice extracted from 
sugarcane (a tall, grasshke plant). Cacha9a, 
meanwhile, is distilled directly from the juice. 
As such, rum leans toward a deeper, caramel- 
hke flavor, while cacha^a is generally lighter— 
often clear— with young vanilla and green fla- 
vors often described as grassy or fruity. 

Where rum has the daiquiri, cacha^a is the 
lead actor in the caipirinha. Basically, three 
simple ingredients— cacha^a, muddled hme 
and sugar— are mixed in a glass, then topped 
with ice. If only all other cocktails were so 
simple. 

Still, the spirit has taken a long time to gain 
traction in much oftheU.S.This may be a qual- 
ity issue; a lot of the cacha^a that trickles into 
the States simply isn’t very good. But lately 
producers have taken cues from the artisanal 
cocktail movement and have started to im- 
prove production methods —which, of course.

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HEADED TO COURT 

A Texas judge has ruled that AMC Entertainment (the movie theater chain, not the channel) will face an antitrust lawsuit after being 
accused of illegally forcing Hollywood studios to withhold blockbuster films from Viva Cinemas, a Houston theater that serves Spanish- 
speaking audiences, according to deadline.com. Viva Cinemas alleges that AMC told studios including Warner Bros., Fox, Disney and 
Paramount that "should they allow Viva to show any film within the first three weeks of its opening-the most financially impactful three 
weeks of a newly released movie-AMC would not show that movie,” the judge said. This would ostensibly prevent Spanish-speaking 
moviegoers, who require subtitles or dubbing, from having any alternative.
